I think that is all right, and I think 
that any business is entitled to that 
m easure of protection. 
But human nature is fallible, and T 
do not want to trust entirely to what 
a man himself says he needs. 
And 
the trouble with the system under 
which our tariffs hav e now* for many 
years been made is that they giv e too 
wide an opening to greed, .iust as it is 
with these other things, and we hav e 
allowed the fav ored man to get th*i 
protection which his greed demanded, 
and not which his need demanded. 
And the commission—the tariff com ­ 
mission—will deal with the tariff, not 
on the basis of w hat the protected in­ 
terest dem ands in order to satisfy its 
greed, but on the basis of what the 
protected interest needs only in order 
that it may exist and giv e proper 
wages to its employes and secure a 
reasonable profit for the man on top. 
U nder the proposed tariff commis­ 
sion, when the schem e is finally per­ 
fected, we shall hav e a body of ex­ 
perts with am ple power, who shall 
tak e up each schedule on its merits, 
and then leav e it to congress to deal 
with that schedule by itself. 
T hat 
tariff commission is to consist of en­ 
tirely im partial men representing both 
parties, and, therefore, it offers the 
only reasonable way ev er offered of 
tak ing the tariff out of politics and 
treating it on its m erits as a business 
proposition in the interests of the 
whole people.
